The President Assassinated. 


Secretary Seward Stabbed.

Wasuriarox, April 15-12:30 4. u—Tho 
President was shot ino theater to-night and 
{3 probably mortally wounded.-_ 
SECOND DISPATCH, 

The President was not expected to live 
through the night. He was hot at's: theatre, 
Secretary Seward was also nssassinated. No 
arteriescut, Particalara soon, 
Wasmmnatos, April 15—President Lincoln 
and wife and other friends this evening visited 
Ford's theater for the purpoue of witnessing the 
performance of “Our American Cousin.” It 
Was announced in the papera that Gen. Grant 
Woald algo be present, but that gentleman took | 
the Inte train of cam for New Jersey. Tho 
theatre was densely crowded, and. everybody 
seemed delighted with the ecene around them. 
Daring tho third act, and while there was a 
temporary pause for one of the actors to enter, 
8 sharp report of a pistol was heard, which 
merely attracted attention, but euggested 
nothing cerions until a man rushed to the front 
of the President’s box, waiving o long dagger 
io blo right band, and exclaiming, "Sic Kemper 
Tyrannis," and immediately leaped from the 
‘box, which was in tho second ler, to the stage 
beneath, and ran acroes to tho opposite side of 
the stage, making his escape amid the bewilder- 
meat of the audience, from the rear of the 
theater and mounting a horse, flad. 
The cereame of Mra. Lincoln first disclosed 
the fact to the audienco that the President bad 
been shot, when all present roso to their feet, 
rushing to the stoge, many exclaiming, “Hang 
hint! 
The excitement was of the wildest possible 
description, and of couraa there was 'an abrapt 
intermission of tho theatrical performance, 
There wasn rosh toward the President's bx, 
when criea were heard, “Stand back—giye him 
‘alr—bas any one stimulant?!” Oa o hasty ex- 
amination it wos found that the President bad 
been abot through the head, above and back of 
the temporal bone, and that some of the brain 
Wag oozing out. Ho was removed to a private 
houso opposite the theater, add’the Surgeon 
General of the Army and other surgeons wero 
sent for to attend to his condition, 
a ‘examination of the privato box, blood 
was discovered on tho back of the cuibion of 
the rocking chair on which tho President bad 
been sitting; aleoon the partition and on the 
floor. A common single barreled pocket plato) 
‘was found on the carpet. i 
A military guard was placed in front of the 
private residence to which the President had 
been conveyed. An immense crowd. wad in 
front of it, ull deeply anxious to learn the con: 
dition of the President, 
Ithad been previously announced that the 
wound wes mortal, bat li hoped otherwiss, 
The shock to the community was terrible: 
At midnight the Cabinet, Messrs. Sumner, 
Beopay and Farnworth, Jadge ‘Bates, Gover 
nor Oglesby, General Meigs, Colonel Haye, and 
a few pereonal friends, with Surgeon Goneral 
Barnes ond his immediate ats{stanta, wero 
around bis bedside. ‘The Presideat was/in a 
‘tate of pyncope, totally insonsible, and breath. 
ing slowly. ‘The blood’ cored ‘from the wound 
at tho back of his hesd. ‘The Surgeon ex. 
housted every posalble «ifort of medical skill, 
bat all hope was gono.

President is too ead for description. nt 


The Proaident ond Mrs, Lincola did not 
start for tho, theater unlit Afteea «minutes 
afeer eight o'clock. Speaker Colfax waa at 
the Whito Houso at the tims, and the Presl- 
eat stated tg; bim thnt,ho)wwas going, al- 
though Mra. Lincoln bad oot been well; 
bocaitzo the papors had onnounced that General 
Grant Wad to be present; and as General’ Grant 
had gone NoFth, ho'did not’ wiab tho oudionce 
tobe disappointed. Ho went with apparent re- 
lactanco, and urged Mr: Colfax to go with him, 
bat that gontleman had mado other engage- 
mont, and with Mr. Ashmead, of Massacha- 
Aotts, bid bim good bye. 

‘When tho excitement ot the thealor was at Ita 
Wildest height, roporls, wero circulated that 
Scoretary Seward hid ldo been nssassinated.

Tao aseassia) then rusbed! into the chamber 
and attacked Mr. Seward, a Paymaster of tho 
United States Army ond Mr; Hansell, a mes- 
senger of the Stato Department, and (wo male 
nursce, disabling them. Ho then risbed upon 
tbe Sceretary, who was lying in bed in the 
fame room, and infifoted threo stata in tho 
neck, but severing, it is thought and boped, no 
arteries, though ho bled’ profusely. Tho agsas- 
sin then rashed)dowra) stairs, mounted bla horse 
Rt the door and rode cif beforo an alarm could 
bo counded, and in tho came manner as the 
assassination of the President. 

It is belfoved the injaries of tho Secretary 
fare not fatal, nor those of tho others, although 
both the Secrotary and the Assistant Secretary 
aro very ecriously injured:
